When the Japs had 
succeeded in put- 
ting out ol service 
the Russian fleet 
that guarded the 


entrance toJiPortJIArthnr the daily 
press and some scientific journals de- 
clared the fortress to be impregnable, 
pointing out the natural advantages 
given by the topography of the coun- 
try and the fact that it was construct- 
ed according to the latest theories of 
military engineering. It was defended 
by intelligent officers and disciplined 
men—a race of people of whose bravery 
the history of the world gives ample 
testimony. 
But it has been demon- 


strated that if the invading force cm 
make good the losses,—fill the vacant 
places in the lines,—time will enable 
them to lay waste the embankments 
and plant the stranger banner where 
the ensign of a humiliated nation once 
told 
of 
possession. 
The 
zigzag 


trenches which approached nearer and 
nearer and finally reached a position 
from which tunnels could be driven 
and the high-explosive mines so placed 
as to enable them to shatter the para- 
pets and make the confused defenders 
an easy prey to the invading and 
exultant forces of the enemy. 


But another lesson is furni&hed by 


this struggle. Among modern appli- 
ances of war the torpedo boat has in 
recent years held a high place. ''In 
not a single case has a torpedo boat 
been able to send a warship to the 
bottom," says a writer in a recent 
issne of the Scientific American. In the 
first attack the two Russian battleships 
that were squarely torpedoed, although 
totally unprepared, remained afloat and 
were able to beach themselves for re- 
pairs. The modern search-light pre- 
vents torpedo boats from getting with- 
in range of a battleship on the alert by 
sight and by day they are likewise 
barred. While the torpedo boat has 
not been efficient the use of mines 
will unquestionably be increased in 
coast defences by the destruction and 
efficient work they have done. 


But the long list of successes of the 


Japanese and the equally long list of 
failures of the Russians is attributed in 
great measure to the personnel of the 
two armies. 
The Japanese officers 


have shown themselves absolute mas- 
ters of their profession, both in theory 
and in practice, and their men have 
ihown unbounded confidence in those 
in command. These qualities the Japa- 
nese have shown themselves to possess 
in the extreme while the Russians have 
revealed them only in part 


President Roosevelt 
last Friday seut a 
special message to 
congress in which 
he transmitted the 


report of the Isthmian Canal commis- 
sion and of the letter from Secretary 
Taft and recommended that the com- 
mission be reduced from seven to 
three and that the administrator of 
the canal zone serve as minister to 
Panama. 
The president urges that 


the clause requiring that two o( the 
commission come from the engineer 
corps of the army »nd navy be removed 
so that he may in no way be hampered 
in the selection of the men whom he 
deems best fitted to do the work 
It is 


said that Mr. Roosevelt has discussed 
the reduction plan with leaders of both 
the ssnate and the house and that they 
concur m his rri-Drnmendations, hence 
it is thought that a measure covering 
the recommendations will be passer) 
without delay. 
He argues that the 


general p'an must be agreed upon with 
the aid of the best engineers of the 
country who should act as an advisory 
or consulting body, but should not 
be placed on the 
commission. 
The 


board should, he argues, be used only 
as an executive instrument for the ex- 
ecutive and administrative work. The 
old surveys of the French government, 
though scientifically made, will be of 
little service to the commission be- 
cause of changed conditions both as to 
size of vessels and methods of construc- 
tion. By the new plan the president 
will have the selection of officers and 
will, in a large measure, personally 
conduct the work.
